1 . SUMMARY: SECURITY COUNCIL AGREED IN INFORMAL CONSULTA- 
TIONS FOLLOWING SC MEETING ON SYG'S REPORT ON MIDDLE EAST 
TO MEET AGAIN ON MARCH 29 AT 3:00 PM AND TO HOLD FURTHER 
CONSULTATIONS AFTER THE DEBATE. END SUMMARY. 

2. SECURITY COUNCIL MET IN INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS 

AT 7:15 PM FOLLOWING DEBATE DURING WHICH ISRAEL, SYRIA, 

PLO, ROMANIA, CANADA, AND USSR SPOKE. EGYPT AND JORDAN 
EXERCISED RIGHTS OF REPLY AND ISRAEL REQUESTED OPTION OF 
RIGHT OF REPLY FOR LATER OCCASION. HIGHLIGHTS OF DEBATE 
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STATEMENTS ARE PROVIDED IN UNCLASSIFIED DAILY SUMMARY. 

3. SC PRESIDENT (YOUNG) OPENED CONSULTATIONS BY REFERRING 
TO COUNCIL'S DECISION TAKEN AT INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS ON 
MARCH 24 TO HOLD TWO MEETINGS AND THEN TO CONSULT ON 
HOW TO PROCEED. AMB YOUNG OBSERVED THAT EFFORTS ON 
OUTCOME OF DEBATE HAD REACHED POINT WHERE POSSIBILITY 
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OF CONSENSUS STATEMENT NOW ELUDED THE COUNCIL. THREE 
OPTIONS COULD BE SEEN: ADI OURNMENT WITHOUT ANY FORMAL 
RESOLUTION WITH VOTING AND A POSSIBLE VETO, AND CONTINUATION 
OF WORK ON A SIMPLE, PROCEDURAL - CONSENSUS. 

4. YOUNG THEN ASKED WHETHER THERE WOULD BE FURTHER 
DEBATE STATEMENTS; PAKISTAN PERM REP ALONE SAID HE 
DESIRED TO SPEAK. MAURITIUS THEN QUERIED UN SECRETARIAT 
(GLEISSNER) WHETHER BY SC RULES A STATEMENT COULD BE 
MADE BY SC PRESIDENT ON BEHALF OF MAJORITY. THE IMPLICATION 
BEING THAT SUCH STATEMENT WOULD NOT ENJOY SUPPORT OF THE 
PRESIDENT. 

5. WITHOUT ANSWER TO MAURITIUS QUESTION, DISCUSSION RETURNED 
TO SCHEDULE OF DEBATEAND AGREEMENT WAS REACHED THAT DEBATE 
WOULD CONTINUE ON MARCH 29 AT 3:00 PM WITH CONSULTATIONS 

OF THE COUNCIL TO FOLLOW. INDIA ASKED THE MEMBERS NOT TO 
DRAW THE CONCLUSION THAT ATTEMPTS TO REACH A CONSENSUS STATE- 
MENT HAVE FAILED ALTOGETHER. 

6. CONSULTATIONS ADJOURNED WITH GENERAL EXPECTATION 
AMONG MEMBERS THAT DEBATE WOULD END, AT LEAST TEMPORARILY, 

ON MARCH 29 AND THAT OUTCOME FOLLOWING MARCH 29 CONSULTATIONS 
WOULD BE EITHER TO TERMINATE OR TO ADJOURN WITH GENERAL 
AGREEMENT TO RESUME DEBATE AT LATER DATE. 

7. JORDANIAN SUGGESTED ADDITIONAL PARAGRAPH TO NON- 
ALIGNED WORKING PAPER WAS WITHDRAWN FOLLOWING CONSULTATIONS 
WITH ARAB GROUP. (USUN 921) 
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8. COMMENT: INDIAN PERM REP'S REMARK DOES NOT APPEAR 
TO HAVE BASIS OTHER THAN THAT OF A GENERAL WELL-WISHER. 

Y OUNG/MEGUID CONSULTATIONS REPORTED IN SEPTEL (NOTAL) 
OFFERS ENCOURAGEMENT THAT DEBATE WILL CONCLUDE IN SOME 
MANNER WITHOUT FORMAL OUTCOME AFTER TOMORROW S SESSION.
